Brestbitowsk junction on the bug 
instead of through Warsaw. 

Early in the war the city was

to. the wounded in the fighting on 
the Bzura-Rawka front, and at 
one period there were, 100,000 
woun in Warsaw hospitals. 
Connected by six, trunk lines with 
the outside world, it is import- 
ant. as a commercial centre in 
peace times; Cut off by German 
dccupation from the industrial 
and mineral centres of Poland 
west of Warsaw, the capital of 
Poland must find it increasingly 
difficult to insure steady supplies 
of raw material, and, especially 
of coal and iron, 

The city is particularly rich in
